GERMANS GAIN MEUSE HEIGHTS; 
REVERSE IN THE EAST REPORTED. 


| Invaders, Havtug Won for which They Struggled,

Almost simultaneously the two great 
hammer strokes in the battle in 
Northern France have fallen and 
some decisive result must be an- 
nounced before long. The allies have 
struck the German right wing and 
the Germans, on their part, have 
hurled themselves against the French 
line between Verdun and Toul. 

The commencement of these two at- 
tacks in earnest was disclosed by the 
French official statement ‘ssued this 
afternoon, but little is told of how 
they are progressing. The action 
against the German right ‘= described 
as very violent, in which the French 
left encountered an army corps 
posed of troops which the Germans 
brought from the center of Lorraine 
and the Vosges. 


The clash occurred itn the district 
between Tergnier and St. Quentin so 
that the French have made consider- 
able advance to the northwest since 


the last mention was made of this 
part of their army. The country is a 
rolling one, intersected by streams, 


canals and a perfect network of roads 
running in all directions, 

The French report admits that the 
Germans have succeeded in gaining 
a footing on the Meuse heights and 
have pushed forward in the direction 
of St. Michel, bombarding the forts 
of Paroches and the Roman camp, 
which face each other across the 
Meuse. The communication, how- 
ever, adds that on the other hand to 
the south of Verdun, the French re- 
main masters of the heights of the 
Meuse and that their troops debouch- 
ing from Toul have advanced in the 
region of Beaumont. 

In the contest to the east of Rheims 
the French have made some progress, 
but elsewhere nothing of importance 
has happened so far as is shown in 
the official reports, and no other in- 
formation is available, as the strict- 
est censorship has now been estab- 
lished. 

Seme confirmation comes today of 
yesterday’s report that the Germans 
have suffered a reverse on the East 
Prussian frofitier. Several trainloads 
of wounded, including German pris- 
oners, have arrived at Pskov, accord- 
ing to a Petrograd dispatch, having 
been engaged in severe fighting on the 
borders of Suwalki, 
the Germans suffered heavy losses.

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IRISH REVOLT AT T RECRUITING: 
REDMOND’S POLICY REPUDIATED.

UBLIN, Sept. 24.—On the eve of 
D Premier Asquith’s visit to Dublin 
to call for Irish recruits, the orig- 
inal members of the provisional com- 
mittee of Nationalist volunteers have 
issued a manifesto repudiating John 
Redmond and the Irish party, and 
declaring that Ireland cannot with 
honor or safety take part in foreign 
quarrels, except through the free ac- 
tion of her own government. 
Originally the provisional commit- 
tee of volunteers consisted principally 
of representatives of the extreme Sinn 
Fein party and it was because of the 
likelihood of their using volunteers 
to embarrass the parliamentary home 
rule movement that Redmond insisted 
on being allowed to add a number of 
representatives to the committee, s0 
as to give him practical control of it. 
Since then the Sinn Feiners have 
chafed against Redmond’s policy and 


now that he has declared himself in 
favor of volunteers’ enlisting for the 


war they have come out into the 
open. 

Although they are very noisy they 
are small in numbers, having practi- 
cally no support outside of Dublin, and 
the expectation is that Redmond will 
have the support of the vast majority 
of Nationalists. The Sinn Feiners are 
understood to be contemplating a hos- 
tile demonstration against Asquith and 
Redmond when they speak at the 
Mansion House tomorrow night. 

ASQUITH TO THE IRISH.

NEW ENGLISH ARMY THE WAY 


IMPORTANT FACTOR BATTLE.

An advance 
of the allies to St. Quentin will al- 
most certainly force this army to re- 
gg” the similar German ad- 
vance against the Cotes de Meuse has 
pushed through nearly to the Meuse 
River, at St. Michiel, twenty miles 
northwest of Toul. This district is the 
most favorable one to the Germans 
for.massing a large army on account 
of its proximity to the border, and 
the important military depot at Metz. 
On other hand it is also the dis- 


trict in which the French can most 
readily concentrate a reserve army to 
oppose the German advance. 

In the center, between Craonne and 
Verdun, the contest has become prac- 
tically a drawn battle, neither side 
being willing to pay the toll of death 
that would be required for an at- 
tack on the opponents’ intrenched 
lines.. Like the battle of Mukden in 
Manchuria, little change may be ex- 
pected in the center unless the diver- 
sion of troops to strengthen the flank 
should give a more favorable oppor- 
tunity for frontal assaults. 

The 
striking a stronger opposition than in 
the earlier fighting, but are slowly 
gaining ground in their efforts to 
cut off Przemysl from the west. The 
capture of Jaroslaw and the railroad 
to the west is one of the most im- 
portant gains of the campaign.

They first made 
a demonstration in this field of oper- 
ations in order to divert German at- 
tentions from the Galician invasion. 
Then, when confronted by superior 
forces, they retreated and drew the 
German army on to an invasion of 
Suwalki. Meanwhile they pushed for- 


ward their troops in Poland to a po-. 


sition from which they are now strik- 
ing north against the rear of the East 
Prussian army. 

The report of the capture of Mos- 
tar in Herzegovina shows a remark- 
able advance by the Montenegrins. 
Mostar is forty-five miles north of 
the Montenegrin border and is on the 
railroad from Sarajevo to the coast. 
This advance, combined with the 
Servian move against Sarajevo, has 
given the combined armies possession 
of a forty-mile strip of Austrian ter- 
ritory. 

The Servian invasion is a serious 
problem for Austria. She needs every 
man possible to strengthen her armies 
against the Russian invasion, yet she 
cannot afford to reduce her forces ip 
the south.

GERMAN GUNS SHATTER. 


MAUBEUGE FORTIFICATIONS

OTTERDAM, Sept. 14.—The

FOREIGN EXCHANGE RISES: 


EW YORK, Sept. 25.—In view of 

the efforts of bankers of the coun- 

try to organize a $100,000,000 gold 
pool, designed primarily to facilitate 
exchange operations between this cen- 
ter and Europe, today’s sharp rise in 
cables and demand bills on London 
was regarded as highly strong. Cables 
rose 498% and demand sold up 497%. 
The advance was attributed in some 
quarters to the belief that the modi- 
fied British moratorium, which be- 
comes effective early in October, might 
not cover these forms of remittance. 

Announcement that arrangements 
have been perfected under the super- 
vision of the Stock Exchange for the 
private dealings of concessions in un- 
listed stocks, which includes the curb, 
was accompanied by intimation that 
this is preliminary to a similar step 
in regularly-listed securities. It is 
known that many members of the ex- 
change deem such action advisable, 
but realize that it cannot be well 
taken without the consent of the local 
banks, which hold large amounts of 
listed stocks as collateral for outstand- 
ing loans. 

It is evident that fall trade is be- 
low normal; that industrial opera- 
tions are quiet; that bank clearings 
with stock markets closed quiet on 
the down grade; that failures are 
numerous, and that the general rule 
is to buy for near-by pressing needs 
rather than to cover future require- 
ments. Perplexities arising from high 
or low prices, as the case may be, up- 
set calculations, while the difficulties 
encountered in getting ready money at 
reasonable rates characterize buying 
in a great many lines. — :

Lovett Explains Status of ~ 
Central Pacific. 


Facts on Traffic Situation in 
the Espee Hearing. 


Records of Company Lost in 
San Francisco Fire.

‘NEW YORK, Sept. 25.—If the 
Southern Pacific company did not con- 
trol the Central Pacific Railway, there 
would be more competition than there 
is now, in the opinion of Judge Rob- 
ert S&S Lovett, chairman of the Exec- 
utive Committee of the Union Pacific 
Railroad and formerly head of the 
entire Harriman system. Judge 
Lovett’s statement to this effect was 
in reply to questioning by James W. 
Orr of counsel for the government, at 
the hearing today in the Federal suit 
to cause the Southern Pacific to give 
up control of the Central Pacific. 

“The Southern Pacific owns the Cen- 
tral Pacific Railway stock,” testified 
the witness. 

“Does the Southern Pacific control 
the operation of the Central Pacific 
lines?” he was asked. 

“Yes. It operates them.” 

“Is there much competition be- 
tween the Southern Pacific, and the 
Union Pacific to California?’

SACRAMENTO, Sept. 25.—The De- 
cember 1910 pay roll, under the ad- 
ministration of James H. Gillette, was 
$262,901.45 a month, as against, ap- 
proximately, $475,000 in June 1914, 
under Gov.

“As soon as possible.” said Senator 
Overman, “the committee will com- 
plete its investigation and make a re- 
port on all phases of the inguiry, in- 
cluding the exhaustive investigation of 
the tariff lobby. When that is done 
I propose to press my bill for the 
prohibition of insidious lobbying and

The actual increase in ordinary in- 
ternal revenue collections for this fis- 
cal year to August 31, compared with 
“ year ago, Was $2,139,643. There was 
a decrease of $588,166 in July, of 
which $429,336 was on distilled spirts. 
In August there was an increase of 
$2,727,809 over the corresponding pe- 
riod, the increase in revenue from dis- 
tilled spirits aggregating $3,326,602. 
“The increased revenue on distilled 
spirits in August,’’ Secretary McAdoo 
added, “following decreases in preced-

IN FRAUD CASE. 


CAN OFFICIALS LIVE ON DAND 
FAR FROM STATION? 


Government Claims Postmistress 
and Assistant at Huron Conld not 
Fill Requirements on Valuable 
Public Land in Fresno County Al- 
leged Fraudulently Secured. 


A novel point of fact was raised 
in the case brought by the govern- 
ment against George Schwinn and 
Mattie A’ Kearns, involving alleged 
charges of fraud in a patent secured 
by the defendants, involving two 
quarter sections of public land in 
Fresno county, heard by Judge Well- 
born, in ghe United States District 
Court, yesterday. The case will be de- 
cided today. 

Could Mr. Schwinn and Mrs. 
Kearns, holding ®@ position in Huron, 
Fresno county, live on the land nine 
miles away, within the meaning of 
the law? 

At the time that the land in ques- 
tion was entered on October 29, 1903, 
Mattie A. Kearns was postmistress at 
Huron, and Mr. Schwinn was assist- 
ant. The land was along the western 
edge of what is known as the Coa- 
linga field of oil, and when patent 
was made on May 17, 1909, Mr. 
Schwinn sold four-fifths of his land 
for $25,600, to a syndicate of Fresno 
business men. 

The evidence did not show that 
any oll had ever been found on the 
land; in fact, no pfospecting was ever 
done, but in common with others 
who were carried off of their feet by 
the oll frenzy, these men invested 
their money as a speculation, they 
said, but with an eye open to the pos- 
sibilities of oll. 

The point made by the government 
to have the court find there. was fraud 
in securing the patent, was that 
Schwinn and the woman were en- 


gaged as Federal officers at Huron, 
and that therefore it was impossible

The testimony of the eight men 
who put their money in the enter- 
prise was that they knew nothing 
of the alleged fraud in securing the 
patent, and the transcript of the evi- 
dence taken befor: the commissioner 
at Fresno showeé that the local Land 
Office at Visalig the General Land 
Office at Washil.gton, and the Secre- 
tary of the Interior had all decided 
in favor of Mr. Schwinn and the 
woman on the contest instituted by 
the government, alleging that the 
land was mineral! in character. It was 
also claimed that both Schwinn and 
Mrs. Kearns had lived on the land 
during the commutation period of 
fourteen months. :

There are approximately 2,000,000- 
000 feet of standing yellow-pine tim- 
ber in the Kaibab National Forest, ac- 
cording to the United States Forest 
Service. One-half of the total, in the. 
language of the lumberman, is over- 
ripe. Last year the Forest Service 
offered this timber for sale at a price 
which it was thovght would encour- 
age the building of a railroad into the 
reserve. There were taers, 
though both the Salt Lake an@ the 
Denver and Rio Grande made surveys 
and tentative estimates of construc- 
tion costs.

IN MEMORIAM. 


LOS ANGELES, Sept. 23.—[To the 
Editor of The Times:] In 1827, on 
October 26, at Atkinson, Me., was 
born to Samuel C. Clark and his wife. 
Saily (Dow) Clark, a son, Prentiss 
Mellen Clark, destined to a long and 
honorable career whose activities led 
into many paths and came to the end 
‘of a long and successful life in Los 
Angeles on September 16. 

Student, teacher, traveler, politi- 
elan, government official, railway man, 
keen observer of men and participa- 
tor in events, his frail crossed the 
trails of hundreds of men prominent 
in-the affairs of the nation, giving 
him a most unusual and wide per- 
fonal touch with the leaders in 
thought and deed. 

. AS a young man he became a mem- 
her of the Legislature of his native 
State, and iater traveled through the 
South during the ante-hbellum days. 
The breaking out of the Civil War in 
1861 found him in Washineton, D. C., 
where he was a member of the famous 
“Jim Lane's Hundred,” and one of the 
volunteer guards of the United States 
before the arrival of Federal! 

oops.. clerk of committees in 
ongress and later in the hospital! 
Bervice, the close of the war brought 
him peculiar information which, acted 
wpon by the Provost Marshal-Genera!, 
resulted in the capture of the con- 
epirators who brought about the as- 
sassination of President Lincoln and 
the attempt upon the life of Secre- 
tary of State Seward. | 

The failure of the attack upon the 
Secretary was due to Mr. Clark's 
friend, the soldier-nurse, George F. 
Robinson, who was on duty there and 
who, a few weeks later, married Mr. 
Clark’s only sister. When, a few years 


afterward, Mr. Robinson's heroism 
was officially rewarded by appoint- 
ment as paymaster in the United 


States army. Mr. Clark accompanied 
im to Texas and shared the hard- 
ships of frontier duty for a _ time. 


Shortly after, he went to Minneapolis, 


which had at one time been his home, 
and entered the railway service of the 
A. B. Stickney lines. These lines even- 
became the Chicago Great 
Western Railway. For many years 
he was right-of-way and claim agent 
for these lines during their formative 
and construction period, and remained 
fn the service until retired and pen- 
Bioned for age. 

Even after retirement he several 

times was recalled to perform ultra- 

elicate tasks of right-of-way pur- 
hase, for which he possessed unusual 
gifts. For a score of years past, with 
his wife, his winters had been spent in 
Southern California, whose balmy cli- 
mate gave added pleasure and assisted 
fongevity. 

Always keenly observing the shift- 
{ng currents of political thought and 
Ddusiness development, his genial wavs 
Xept him persona grata to the 
with voung and old. 
retentive memory, stored with treas- 
wres of literary thought, made him a 
delightful companion in such lines. A 
@trone and fearless advocate of the 
highest ideals, with intense emotions 
@nd a talent for presenting forcefully 
in public. speech upon occasion, he 
could sway the crowd as readily as 
the individual. 

Privately his work and its value 
may never be known, but through his 
wide personal acquaintance, main- 
dained by an extensive correspond- 
4nce, which included even our Presi- 
dents, his unseen influence was some- 
times even more than nation-wide. 
This may be understood from the fact 
that the basis of the treaty of Ports- 
mouth between Russia and Japan was 
outlined tn a telegram as a suggestion 
by Mr. Clark to the late President Mc- 
Kinley and by him adopted and pre- 
sented to the peace commissioners.

Adelaide Wadsworth Clark; a sister, 
he wife of the late Col. George F.

ATTORNEY LOSES stTr TO GET 
HIS MONEY BACK FROM 
L.A, COMPANY, 


The sult of Warren D. Isenberg, an 
attorney, to recover from the Los An- 
Investment Company $2700 
which he invested with the corpora- 
tion as a loan, he alleged, at the mar- 
ket price of $4.20 a share, but which 
the evidence during the trial before 
Judge Crowe of Santa Barbara, sit- 
ting in Extra Sessions, showed was a 
Sale of stock, was decided against him 
yesterday and in favor of the com- 
pany. 

This important ruling fs the first 
in a number of sults against the com- 
pany involving stock purchases and 
was reached after a strenuous session, 
the principal feature of which was the 


refusal of Earl B. Elder, former sales 
manager of the company, and now 
under indictment in the Federal Court 
for alleged conspiracy, to answer cer- 
tain questions on the advice of his 
counsel, Oscar Lawler. 

It was shown by the _ teatimony 
yesterday that the money Mr. Isen- 
berg paid over to the Los Angeles In- 
vestment Company was equivalent to 
the amount of stock he received. Re- 
ceipts were given for the stock, show- 
ing that they were for the stock Isen- 
berg received and for the sale of the 
stock. The court found that there was 
nothing in the receipts showing that 
they were intended for other than the 
sale of stock. 

The evidence showed that Mr. Isen- 
berg was accompanied to the offices 
of the investment company by Julius 
Harris, a partner in various enter- 
prises, at the time the deal was meade. 
Both testified it was a loan and not 
a purchase of stock. 

Earl B. Elder, called as a witness, 
by Attorney Tuller if the 


loan to the company. He testified flat- 
ly that it was an unconditional sale 
of stock. Upon cross-examination he 
was asked to te!! all that occurred in 
the office of the company in relation 
transaction.

LOS ANGELES, Sept. 24.—[To the 
Editor of The Times:] Much is now 
said about the proposed universal 
eight-hour law, and as a workingman 
I would be glad of an opportunity to 
state briefly what I think I know 
about it. If a condition of things 
could be brought about under which 
no man would be required to toil more 


than eight hours in one day no man 
would be more pleased than would I.

But the law here under consideration 


(as I understand it) is, in my judg- 
ment, one of the most arbitrary and 
impracticable imaginable, and would 
result in a never-ending conflict be- 
tween employer and employee. It 
frequently happens that a working- 
man ig “put back” by reason of sick- 
ness or other misfortune and would 
be glad of an opportunity to work a 
little overtime in order to make up 
some of his losses. Under this arbi- 
trary law he would be denied that 
privilege. 

There is considerable speculation. as 
to the probable effect the law would 


have on the agriculturist. Right here 


let fancy paint a picture. It is that 
of a farmer. He has hay or grain in 
the field and he imagines he detects 
signs of a storm approaching. Of 
course, his first and natural impulse 
will be to save his crop. Now, he may 
have perhaps a dozen men (who have 
worked the prescribed eight hours) 
sitting idly by, but if he were to per- 
mit a single man to assist him he 
would be laying himseif liable to in- 
dictment, no matter how willing the 
man might be. Now, I submit the 
question to any candid and unbiased 
man: could there be anything more 
absurd? To meet and dispose of this 
line of argument they point to the 
emergency clause. Now, let us con- 
sider that phase of the question for 
just a moment. Who is to be the 
judge as to the emergency in the case, 
the employer or the employee? Or 
will that have to be left to the decision 
of a high-salaried commission, made 
necessary by the enactment of this 
law, and whose business it shall be 
to travel up and down the State for 
the purpose of adjusting the ever- 
recurring differences between em- 
ployer and employeé. There is an- 
other very significant thing I wish to 
call attention to. Who are the men 
who have gone forth to champion this 
measure through the press and from 
the rostrum? Can you name a single 
man who is now engaged In any use- 
Do you 
know of @ man among them who em- 
ploys labor? I don’t consider it a very 
consistent, a very gracious thing, for 
such a man to dictate to the man who 
does employ labor as to how he shall 
conduct his business affairs.

GUNFIRE AND THUNDER, 


Sound of a Big Battle Has Been 
Heard. for Upwards of Ninety Miles, 
Six Times as Far as Thunder. 


{Washington Star:] The sound of 
gun fire carries far and the thunder 
of a big battle travels farther than 
the thunder of the clouds. Sometimes 
the booming of guns over land or sea 
has been mistaken for thunder, and 
often when men are nervously listen- 
ing for the sound of war thunder 
rumblings have been mistaken for 
cannonading. 

Sometimes the imagination plays a 
prominent part in the case. When Ad- 
miral Cervera’s fleet was at sea bound 
west from Spain during the war be- 
tween that country and the United 
States certain persons with supersen- 
sitive ears heard firing at sea in many 
places where no firing was. 

From Mole 8t. Nicholas there came 
numerous messages of heavy cannon- 
ading far out at sea, 

Before and directly after the open- 
ing of hostilities between Germany 
and the allies persons knowing that 
French, British and German crulsers 
were not far off the coast of the 
United States reported the sound of 
cannonading at sea. Many people in 
the coast towns of England reported 
hearing firing in parts of the North 
Sea where no ships were fighting. 
Perhaps, as coming events cast their 
shadows before, they als4é cast their 
echoes before. 

But the sound of the booming guna 
goes far. During the siege of Paris 
the sound of the German guns was 
heard at Dieppe, ninety miles away. 
One of the historians at Waterloo 
vouches for the statement that the 
roar and din of that wonderful battle 
was heard 125 miles from the firing 
line.

AN BERNARDINO, Sept. 25.— 
S According to rather comprehen- 
sive reports on acreage and pro- 
duction for the county just compiled 
by County Horticultural Commission- 
er S. A. Pease, San Bernardino ranks 
among the highest not only in citrus 
fruit output but for the — and 
deciduous fruit industry. 

There is a total of 45,761 acres in 
the county devoted to citrus fruit cul- 
ture. Of this amount 40,462 is in or- 
anges and but 7574 acres are non- 
bearing. The Redlands district is 
first in the orange industry with a to- 
tal of 8980 acres in trees. Rialto Is 
second with 8795 acres, and Ontario 
third with 4901 acres. With a total 
of 1708 acres the Upland district leads 
the county in lemon acreage and Rial- 
to is second with about 1200 acres. 
In the county the acreage planted 
in both bearing and non-bearing fruits

OINTS WAY TO 
GRIFFITH PARK. 


EXTENSION OF EDENDALE LINE 
THE SUGGESTION. 


Patrons of Pacific Electric Who 
Want Transfers to Yellow Lines 
Urge that Park Connection would 
Greatly Increase Tra@ic During 
Time Between Rush Hours. 


The movement to secure universal 


lines seems to have settled down to 
an attempt to secure at this time 
transfer privileges between the Pacific 
Blectric and Los Angeles Railway Cor- 
porations at a few points where the 
situation is particularly aggravated, 
and especially in the case of the 
Edendale line 

. It was admitted yesterday, at a 
public hearing before the Public Utili- 
ties Committee of the City Council, 
by proponents of the proposed trans- 
fer system that there may be no need 
at this time for a universal transfer 
system, but they urged that certain 
sections, especia!ly the Edendale dis- 
trict, do seriously need such accom- 
modations. They showed that it costs 
residents of the district 10 cents to go 
to any of the railroad depots except 
the Southern Pacific, or a like fare 
to reach most of the parks. The 
residents of Klondike Park also made 
an appeal! for a 5-cent fare instead of 
the 10 cents they now have to pay. 

W. H. Engle, spokesman for the 
gathering of Edendale citizens in at- 
tendance at the hearing. pointed out 
that this district formerly had trans- 
fer privileges, but that these were 
lost when the red lines were placed 
in operation there. 

He suggested that the Edendale 
line might be made much more profit- 
able were an extension made to the 
boundary of Griffith Park, a distance 
of less than half a mile, and trans- 
fer privileges between the two com- 
panies arranged, as this «would  in- 
crease the traffic during the time be-| 
tween the rush hours of morning and

} Court Also Refuses Alimony to 
; Wife Who has Tried for Legal 
Separation for Nine Years—Scores

In denying both W. CC. Dillingham 
and Margaret Dillingham a decree of 
divorce on their complaint and cross- 
complaint, and declining to allow Mrs.

“Mr. Dillingham testified before 
Judge Monroe he owned 50 per cent.

The following excerpts are 
from a London journal in a letter ad- 
dressed to it by an’ Englishman, a 
member of the London Constitutional 
Club. His figures and comments fol- 
low: 

“During the first 
1913 the imports into the 
States amounted to  £155,904,000. 
During the first five months of 1914 
they amounted to £171,433,000. Im- 
ports during the first five months in- 
creased by £15,500,000 in round fig- 
ures, to the great advantage of the 
non-American nations and of the 
American importers. They evidently 
benefited by the tariff. On the ex- 
port side things are different. Dur- 
ing the first five months of 1913 
American exports amounted to £205.- 
447,000. During the first five months 
of 1914 they amoun‘:d to £181,963,-| 
000. American exports shrank, ow- 
to the lowering of the tariff, 
by £23,500,000 in round 
The lower tariff, far from stim- 
ulating exports, as the free-trade 
ignoramuses had so confidently -pre- 
dicted, greatly reduced them, to the 
disadvantage of the American work- 
ers. In other words. the lowering of 
the American tariff resulted in hand- 
ing over a large slice of American 
work to non-American workers. We 
can, therefore, not wonder that Amer- 
ica suffers from had times, that emi- 
gration to the United States is dwin- 
dling rapidly. Incidently, the  fig- 
ures given show the absurdity of the 
free trade contention, ‘Exports pay for 
imports: an increase in imports mst 
The 
lowering of the tariff led certainly to 
an increase of imports into the United 
States, but it also led to an enormous 
reduction of exports. act 

Another contention of the free nk 
ers in America given the lie by the fig- 
ures is that free trade stimulates ex- 
ports generally, and . manufactured 
goods especially. From the same 
source we quote as follows: 

“If we turn to the export side we 
find that manufactured goods have 
not been exported in increasing but 
in shrinking quantities. For instance, 
the export of agricultural implements 
during the first four months of the 
year, for which alone detailed frgures 
are given, came to $15,257,000. in 1913 
and to only $14,334,000 during the 
first four months of 1914. During the

During the same period 
the imports of glass and glassware in- 
2,057 000 to $2,697,000, 
hats and bonnets from $4,494,000 to 
$4,931,000, cutlery from $584,000 to 
$948,000, leather from $2,930,000 to 
$6,088,000, paper from $5,219,000 to 
$6,962,000, silk manufactures from 
$15,682,000 to $11,931,000, woolen 
manufacturers from $4,939,000 to 
$15,682,000. The lowering of the

And the cost is not the worst of it. 
The commission government is inter- 
fering with the exercise of the free- 
dom of action claimed for American 
citizens and secured to them by the 
old-fashioned way of government. 
We have so. many commissions, each 
one trying to make for itself a raison 
d'etre—which means a way of draw- 
ing salaries—which makes this system 
of government absolutely pernicious. 
A citizen can no longer put his hand 
into his pocket and give a dollar for 
that some busybody com- 
missioner does not pounce upon him, 
wnon the dollar and the charity, turn- 
ing¢ the pockets of the charity inside 
out to see what becomes of the dollar, 
turning the account books of the ad- 


ministration of the charity over to the- 


curious eyes of intermeddling busy- 
bodies, and turning the pockets of the 
donor’s conscience inside out to find 
what his impulses are. 

We are running mad for more and 
more laws less and less efficiently ad- 
ministered on the part of the regular 
administrators, or administered in the 
spirit of intermeddling commissions 
who try to “make good” at any cost. 

The spirit of intermeddling in other 
people’s business is becoming an ob- 
session on the part of a large number 
of the American people.

A Great Natural Reservoir. 

AN BERNARDINO county is the seat of

basins and so be conserved for irrigation 
purposes in the valley.

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A California Peculiarity. 


OMEN are remarkable for their ages. 

' Most of them have no age at all, others 
are of a certain age, and still others of an 
uncertain age. Southern California is full 
of surprises, and so it will not surprise any- 
body to learn of the peculiarities of the 
women of the country respecting their ages. 
Over on the Arroyo Seco near South Pasa- 
dena is an institution known as the Old 
Ladies’ Home of Southern California. There 
are fourteen of these full-blown roses in the 
institution, and the other day the Rev. S. E. 
Wishard, 90 years old, paid the ladies a visit 
and preached them a sermon. Ina spirit of 
fun he inquired if they would mind telling 
their ages. Now comes the remarkable part 
of it. The women developed a real rivalry 
as to who should announce her age first and 
which should give in the biggest figure. The 
youngest of the fourteen is near the psalm- 
ist’s limit of threescore years and ten, while 
the eldest is close to fourscore and ten. 
Their total ages are 1048 years, and the 
average is just short of 75 years. The next 
State is called up to give a record of four- 
teen women of such ages as these and four- 
teen who will tell what their ages are. 

Apples for Our Sisters. 
I HE United States Department of Agri- 

culture reports that the apple crop of the 
country for the current year will be far 
greater than that of last year, but much less 
than that of the bumper crop of 1912. This 
is of prime interest to the orange-zrowers of 
California, and indeed to all fruit-growers. 
Apples are the great staple fruit crop of the 
world, and the United States is no excep- 
tion. A large apple crop means difficulty in 
marketing all other fruit crops at high fig- 
ures, while when the apple crop is small or- 
anges and other fruits bring high prices. 
The war in Europe is not likely to affect us 
much, as those countries take less than 
2,000,000 barrels of American apples. The 
apple-growers of the country are urged to 
open up markets in Latin America and the 
Orient. The European war is likely to di- 
rect attention to Latin America and the 
Orient as possible markets for all kinds of 
American products, and California, standing 
at the gateway of the Orient, should reap 
large benefits from this increasing trade, 


Dow’s Fiat Again. 

EARLY fifty years ago Bret Harte was 

delighting all Californians with his bal- 
lads. and stories published in the Overland 
Magazine, founded and carried on by A. 
Roman & Co., book-sellers of San Francisco. 
One of his ballads entitled “Dow's Fiat.” or 
“Poverty Fiat,” created a great sensation. 
Dow had prospected for gold for many years 
and grew leaner, poorer and more melan- 
choly as the years of disappointment rolled 
over his head. At last he turned his atten- 
tion to seeking a well of water, and there he 
struck a streak of pay gravel which he was 
not looking for. He had found water when 
he searched for gold, and now found gold 
when searching for water. That was th: 
luck of a minister of the gospel the other 
day near Victorville, where the Rev. A. S. 
Hill was having a hole put down for water 
and at the 200-foot level found pay gravel 
again, some large nuggets being found, ‘and 
some of the gravel assaying $300 to the ten. 


Go Slow Into Mexico.

Magnesite in 1913. 

HERE was a decrease in the output of 

magnesite in the United States from 
10,512 short tons, valued at $84,096, in 1912, 
to 9632 tons, valued at $77,056, in 1913. The 
only production in this country was in Calli- 
fornia as heretofore. : 

With the cutting off of the foreign, sup 
plies, due to the European war, however, 
the demand for the domestic product ought 
to increase greatly, especially in view of the 
new and shorter water route by way of the 
Panama Canal to the eastern United States. 
It is to be hoped that the sudden stimulus 
thus given to the domestic mining industry 
will build up a trade that will withstand the 
competition that must undoubtedly ensue 
when normal! trade conditions are again es- 
| tablished. 

The demand for the domestic product is 
restricted to the Pacific Coast and Rocky 
Mountain, region, as it has been impossible 
at the present railroad freight rates to ship 
to the points of largest consumption in the 
East. In answers to inquiries addressed to 
them by the Geological Survey, many owners 
of idle magnesite properties in the far West 
express the belief that with the opening of 
the Panama Canal they would be able to 
ship magnesite by sea to the East at a profit. 

Magnesite is used principally in the manu- 
facture of refractory substances, such as 
brick, furnace hearths, crucibles, etc.; as 
magnesium sulphite, for digesting and 
whitening wood-pulp paper: in the crude 
form for making carbon dioxide; calcined 
and ground for the manufacture of oxychlo- 
ride cement; and for miscellaneous applica- 
tions in crude form or as refined magnesium 
salts.

But for the average congregation of a mix- 
ture of Pharisees who come to church to 
boast of their goodness and of sinners who 
stand afar off and cry, beating upon their 
breasts: “God be merciful to me a sinner,” 
the discourse appeared to the Eagle a good 
deal like a small warship with cannon of 
small caliber trying to reach a dreadnought 
three miles away.

of the sufferer. If the average man and 
woman only felt sure that there was such a 
power, that it had the willingness and anxi- 


ety to bear their burdens, the Hagle thinks 
they would have recourse to that burden 
bearer without delay. 

Now, the preacher in question spent most 
of his discourse, which~ had the merit of 
great brevity, in urging them to cast their 
care upon the kind, loving Father of all, and 
paid too little attention to the Father's 
readiness to shoulder the burdens and ease 
the oppressed soul. As the Eagle sat and 
listened his mind involuntarily wandered 


all living things, and dwelt upon His readi- 
ness to bear the burdens, assuage the sor- 
row, and lighten the cares of all His chil- 
dren of every kind and description in this 
great universe, 

He thought of the mother with her little 
child whose tears, however lightly pro- 
voked, caused anguish in the mother heart. 
He thought of the tenderness of the touch of 
the mother as she wiped the tears from her 
baby’s face. He thought of that mother as 
she stood by the bed on which her child lay 
writhing in the heat of a fever or racked by 
the pain of some accident. There came into 
the Eagle’s mind a sense of the wonderful 
tenderness of the touch of the mother’s hand 
as she bound the bandage around the 
wounded spot or cooled the fevered brow. 
The tears welled up in the mother’s eyes 
for every pang of agony the child suffered. 
j}She was ready to undergo fatigue, to suffer 
hunger, to go without sleep, to watch with 
weary eyes, with unflazging devotion, with 
unfailing love, hour after hour, day after day 
and night after night for weary weeks an 
months.

That is the kind of a God the Eagle thinks 
humanity needs, and he is sure it is the kind 
of God that every human being may find who 
will seek for Him truly and earnestly. That 
was the kind of a God the psalmist had 
found when speaking of his own sins and of 
God’s mercy he said: “He knoweth whereof 
we are made, He remembereth that we are 
but dust.”. He is not the God that Harriet 
Beecher Stowe was taught to fear in her 
childhood. She says her idea of God was of 
a huge giant with a lot of pigmy offspring 
whom he ranged in a row at the foot of a 
mountain covered with thorny bushes and 
loose stones. He set the children, who were 
knock-kneed and spindle-shanked, dim of 
vision and fearful of mind, to scale to the 
top of the hill, and when one of them stum- 
bled and fell the giant behind stuck a fork 
into the little quivering body and tossed it 
over His shoulder into the lake of burning 
brimstone at the foot of the mountain.

It is to have a 
theater, a hospital, two public- schools and 
a public library and music halls for the 
workmen. There will be a telegraph and 
postoffice building and a Protestant and a 
Catholic church. Everything is being done 
with a view to permanency; for the getting 
out of the enormous body of ore will require 
the moving of more earth than we moved at 
Panama. It will require the payment of 


wages which will eventually amount to more | 


than $225,000,000. It will last for genera- 
tions, and it meens a permanent American 
establishment in Chile. The Chuquicamata 
mines are owned by Americans whose au- 
thorized capital is $110,000,000, of which 
shares to the amount of $95,000,000 have al- 
ready been issued. Daniel Guggenheim is 
the president, and among its managers are 
Isaac, Simon, Murray and 8. R. Guggenheim. 
This shows something of the kind of money 
that is going into Chile. 

Another big United States company that 
will probably take advantage of the present 
situation is that which owns the Cerro de 
Pasco copper mines of Peru. I have already 
written of its works in my letters from that 
country. It is backed by millions, and it in- 


cludes such names as the Vanderbilts, 


Henry C. Frick, J. B. Haggin and the 
on. The mines have enough oré to 


Hearsts. They own a property on the very 
top of the Andes that is said to be worth 
at least $50,000,000, and they have spent 
millions upon it. They are now exporting 
something like 2000 tons of copper a month. 
This has been going to the markets in for- 
eign steamers, and it will now have to rely 
upon American vessels. The mines are op- 


erated by 6000 or 8000 Peruvians under 


American foremen and engineers, and they 
have a little American town in the high- 
lands. They have built an American rail- 
road to connect with the line which goes to 
the tops of the Andes from Lima. That 
road is the best managed in Peru as well 
as by far the best built. 


Indeed, the United States would seem to 
be coming into its own again as to South 


America. It was our people who started 


the sister continent. The first steamship 
line that plied along the west coast was 
founded by a Yankee, William Wheelwright 
of Newburyport, Mass., and it was he who 
built the first railroad on the South Amerti- 
can continent. 


He introduced the first gas plant and or- 
ganized the first fire company. He was 
also the first to propose a feasible plan for 
a transcontinental railroad from ocean to 
ocean across Argentina and Chile. William 
Wheelwright organized the Pacific Steam 
Navigation Company, which later on went 
into the hands of English capitalists, and 
which still has the most powerful fleet on 
the west coast. 


Meiggs’s Railroads. 


The first railroads up the Andes wore 


built by Americans. The most wonderful of 
them were the work of Henry Meiggs, who 
had made millions in California about the. 


time that gold was discovered there. Later 
on, he failed, and then came to Chile, where 
he made millions more. It was Meiggs who 
built the first railroad from Valparaiso to 
Santiago. He constructed the first 
most difficult part of the Peruvian Southern 
that now goes up the Andes to Cuzco and 
Lake Titicaca, and is a part of the through 


line to La Paz, Bolivia. Meiggs also built. 


the Central Railway back of Lima, a road 
that will eventually be extended into the 
Amazon Valley, United States proposes to 
that effect having been made within the past 
few years. The Central Railway was per- 
haps the most remarkable feat of civil engt- 
neering ever performed. There is not a 
rack and pinion section connected with it, 
and nevertheless it ascends to an altitude of 
three miles in the course of 100 miles, and 
the cars go over comparatively easy grades 
to that point. 

Meiggs was a big man, and was not afraid 
to deal in big money. Had he lived today 
he would have been in the same class with 
J. Pierpont Morgan and Edward Henry Har- 
riman. He offered to tmprove the Valpa- 
raiso harbor at a cost of $40,000,000, if the 
Chilean government would give him a 
ninety-nine-year lease of the sheltered side 
of the port. The government declined, and 
thereby lost millions, which loss it is now 
trying to repair. by putting millions into the 
present harbor improvements. 

Among other Americans who have made 
fortunes in Chile were Don Juan Foster, 
whose family is still prominent; Benjamin 
Bernstein, who married into the Cousino 


king. Chace failed as a mining prospector 
in California and came to Chile. He here 
fell in with an old priest who told him of a 
silver mine that had been worked by the 
Spaniards a hundred years and more ago. 
The priest had a record of the mine’s loca- 
tion in the archives of his little church near 
liquique. He showed it to Chace, and the 
result was the rediscovery of the rich silver 
property of St. Peter and St. Paul. This 
gave Chace his start. He made money out 
of the two saints, and with that bought 
other mines, eventually becoming one of 
the owners of the Chuquicamata property, 
which has since gone into the hands of the 
Guggenheims.

Women in Nigeria. 


In Blackwood’s Magazine is an interesting 
account of the marriage customs and domes- 
tic life of Nigeria, which shows that, while 
the men practice polygamy as freely as 
their means will allow, the women are by 
no means slaves. The women, for instance, 
pound the grain; and when it was suggested 
that machinery be introduced to facilitate 
the work and lessen the burdens of the 
wives, there was a great deal of discussion 
which finally resulted in a decision to do 
without the machinery on the grounds that 
if women were relieved of the heavy labor 
they would have more strength to resist 
the domination of their husbands, and this 
would encourage domestic warfare. The 


women thereupon retaliated by increasing 


the amount of their stealings from the grain 
which they pounded, and everything moved 
along as smoothly as ever. 

Women are bought, sold and exchanged, 
yet they are invariably consulted as to the 
desirability of this or that man as a hus- 
band; and they are never forced to marry a 
man-whom they do not like. The average 
for a well-to-do man is four wives, and com- 
petition for the first place is sometimes 
keen, for the later wives are virtually slaves 
to the first. Every woman must marry. If 
for any reason a girl refuses to marry she 
is forced into a life_of seclusion, becomes a 
social outcast, and in the end has no friends 
to bury her. She may be betrothed on the 
day of her birth, but, upon returning her 
fiance’s presents, which are prescribed by 
rigid custom, she is perfectly free to acquire 
another. Sometimes she remains unmarried 
until she is 20, and she may have had many 
flances, who, however, never bother her; 
for when she become® engaged she may 
continue her friendship and intimacies with 
everyone but her fiance, whom she may 
not see until three Jays before the wed- 
ding. Thus the easie:t way to get rid of 
an undesirable suitor is to become engaged 
to him, and then, once free of his atten- 
tions, the girl can look for another more to 
her liking. 

Once married, she rules the house, han- 
dies the money, stealing all she can for her 
private fortune; and she may get a divorce. 
Her only concern is that she may not get 
another husband soon after the death of 
her first one, This is a great misfortune, 
for it implies that she is pursued by bad 
luck, And all the time she pities the white 
woman who must do all the work of one 
household rather than share it with several 
other wives. Children are very numerous 


and very much loved, with the exception 
and | 


of the first, which is cordially hated, and 
more often than not would be starved or 
strangled if the relations of the husband 
failed to come to its rescue and provide it 
with a nurse, or give it to some woman 
who has only eight or ten, and bemoans the 
lack of a larger family so much that she 
is anxious to adopt a few more.

STRANGE FATE OF THE LOCH- 
-ONBACH FORMULA.

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‘The Cape-to-Cairo Railway. By LewisR.F =

from one end of the continent to the other, 
from which the long line of British colonies 
and protectorates, beginning at Egypt and 
ending at Cape Colony, should draw vigor 
for their growth and development. But it 
was imperative to the proper unfolding of 
his grand imperialistic scheme that it 
should run in British territory all the way, 
and one of the bitterest disappointments of 
his early career was when the convention of 
1889, awarding the region between British 
East Africa and Uganda to Germany, 
seemed effectually to have placed an insur- 
mountable barrier in the way of such a 
consummation. He realized that the first 
thing to be done, however, was to get the 
railway itself under way; the matter of the 
“All Red” route, he always believed, could 
be arranged later. 

The Rhodes Cape-toCairo plan—indeed, 
the one which has been followed undevi- 
atingly down to this day—was to utilize the 
2000 miles of lake and river-way which occur 
almost exactly upon a straight line drawn 
between the two termini, and to build the 
intervening railway links, totaling 4000 
miles in length, as rapidly as the financial 


‘and engineering difficulties could be over- 


come. (Money, in fact, was the real trouble, 
for, save for the Zambesi Gorge bridge, few 
of the engineering problems were of an un- 
usual order.) Rhodes decided at the outset 


—and correctly, as subsequent events proved. 


—that if the 2600 miles of railway from Cape 
Town to the southern end of Lake Tangan- 
yika could be built, steam—that is, steamer 
and. train—communication between Good 
Hope and the Mediterranean would be prac 
tically an accomplished fact. There were 
several links in the north to close up, but 
these promised to be fully covered by the 
vigorous railway policy of the government 
of the British Sudan. The Tanganyika con- 


nection was the “thing,” and the empire 


builder prepared to put his mighty shoulder 
to the wheel. 

The magnet of the diamond mines had 
taken the railway to Kimberley in 1884, by 
1890 the gold mines of the Rand had drawn 
it on to Johannesburg, and the efforts of the 
Chartered Company of Rhodesia carried it 
on to Bulowayo, Matabeleland, in 1895. Be- 
yond stretched the 1000 miles or more of 


,| the almost unexplored wilds of northern 


Rhodesia which must be crossed to make 
the connection with Lake Tanganyika which 
Rhodes had set himself to establish. 
Construction on the line from Bulowayo 
to Victoria Falls was started by the Rho- 
desian Company before the outbreak of the 
Boer War, but the disturbed condition of 
the country preceding and during that san- 
guinary struggle made it difficult"to make 
much headway. When order was restored, 
Rhodes, feeling that the part he had played 
in adding the whole end of a continent to 


‘the British Empire merited some return, de-. 


cided to call upon that empire to aid him in 
a task the end of which was itself essen- 
tially imperialistic. But the Salisbury gov- 
ernment, already heavily in debt from a war 
which had never been overly popular, and, 
for the time being, sick and tired of Africa 
anyway, alter putting Rhodes to great ex- 
pense and trouble for surveys and estimates 
and keeping him on the anxious seat for a 
year, coolly informed him that it felt the 
time was not ripe for it to embark upon so 
costly and uncertain an undertaking as a 
jungle railway. Undismayed by an ungrate- 
fulness that would have embittered and 
crushed a lesser man, Rhodes turned in his 
need to the financial giants of Lombard 
street and, partly through the generosity of 


/the late Alfred Beit in heading the list with 


a half million pounds, but principally 
through the force of his own indomitable 
personality, had the whole $22,000,000 he 
neéded subscribed within a week. Construc- 
tion was started anew in Rhodesia, but be- 
fore the railway reached Victoria Falls the 
hand which was driving it forward relaxed 
and grew cold in death. The last words of 
the imperial dreamer, “So much to do, so 
little done!” are believed to have referred 


| chiefly to his dearest scheme, the Cape-to- 


Cairo Railway. 


But what was really the most difficult part 
of the undertaking—the financing of the 
northern Rhodesian portion of the line—was 
already done. For that the enthusiasm and 
the indomitability of a Rhodes was impera- 
tive; the rest was only a matter of time and 
engineering. There was no slackening of 
the work with the passing of Rhodes, nor

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Care of Fowls for Winter Kg

Hatching Time. 
IT SHOULD BE CAREFULLY 
JUDGED IN ADVANCE. 


[Poultry raisers going in for profit from 
eggs should consider carefully the time 
when prices can. be secured, and this is nat- 
urally the winter months. To get a good 
supply at that time it is necessary to time 
the hatch, which should be early enough to 
permit the hens to develop normally to the 
egg-laying period. Forced methods are to 
be discouraged. The housing and food are 
important factors, too. The following article 
is instructive on this subject: ] 


of poultry keepers will expect their 
fowls to commence to shell out hen 
fruit. Eggs are one of the most valuable of 
foods, being second only to milk, They will 
always command a good price, due first to 
the demand, and, second, to an almost al- 
ways shortage of a fresh supply from the 
henneries. Yet winter eggs are not hard 
to obtain if all the essentials are complied 
with. 
There is, as in all lines, only one road to 
success—the right method; and while those 
who have been making a success of the 
poultry business in the past may use what 
to the beginner may look like different sys- 
tems, anyone who has had poultry experi- 
ence realizes that the main essentials have 
always been lived up to. While many writers 
for the poultry press have advocated late- 
hatched chicks, it may be put down as a 
hard and fast rule that June and July 
hatched chicks are not winter layers, andi 
unless under the care of the experienced 
poultry keeper, May hatched chicks as a 
flock do not become producers of winter 
eggs, especially the heavier breeds, such as 
Plymouth Rocks, Wyandottes, Rhode Island 
Reds and Orpingtons.

age beginner in poultry rearing does not and 


chicks in the same skillful manner that the 
poultry keeper of years of experience can, 
and the maturing of the beginner's flock is 
in the majority of cases later than that of 
the older poultry raiser. So, without age, 
the poultry keeper can do little, even in the 


but temporary results, and are, as a rule, 
harmful in the long run. 
Hatch at Proper Time. 

The successful way is to hatch at the right 
time and then have the flock grow gradually 
each day, and come into laying maturity at 
the proper age of the breed, without undue 
forcing. The care of the growing pullets 
should now consist of free range when pos- 
sible, if yarded; the culling close of all pul- 
lets that are not up in size and vigor, the 
reducing in size of the flocks to retard the 
one factor that retards proper development, 
that of overcrowding the poultry quarters— 
the separating of the males from the grow- 
ing flock, and the feeding of plenty of green 
food in some form. 

In this age of big things the poultry 
raisers have striven mainly for numbers 
rather than profits at the end of the year. It 
has often been advocated by experienced 
writers, but little heeded in the past, that 
fifty good fowls of quality were worth twice 
that number of the ordinary kind, and until 
the poultry keeper gets this thoroughly im- 
bedded in his mind there will always be a 
leak in his operations. 


Essentials for Good Laying. 


The essentials for the winter's egg yield 
are, first, stock from known producers, 
strong and v'sorous, kept in clean quarters 
that are free from lice and vermin, plenty of 
fresh water and outdoor shade, either nat- 
ural or artificial. The consumption of food 
by the growing pullets should increase each 
week, and unless the quarters are comfort- 


not develop, and every check received by 
the flock due to any neglect will retard ma- 


turity. In spite of the high price of feed,

only the best should be provided for the 


flock, if best returns are to be obtained. It 


is false economy to purchase mill scrapings 
and screenings at a little lower cost than the 


first-grade feeds, for the feeding value is not 
obtained in the cheap grade of feeds, and to 
obtain the same results almost double the 


amount must be consumed by the growing 


flock, which they-cannot do in a given time 
to produce the best results. 


A good ration, and one which will not only 
develop but also manufacture eggs, is com- 
posed of 200 parts bran, 100 middlings, 100 
ground oats, 100 mealed alfalfa. To this 15 
per cent. of high-grade beef scraps is added. 
If Leghorns are raised, eighteen to twenty 
pounds can be added, but never more. One 
hundred pounds of cornmeal is added to a 
Leghorn ration, but for the heavier breeds 
this is omitted, and the only corn they re- 
ceive is in the grains which are fed morn- 
ing and night, consisting of 200 pounds of 
wheat, 100 of oats, 100 of cracked corn and 
a few pounds of millet. 


- From four to six quarts of grain are fed 
to each 100 fowls, morning and night. The 
dry mash is before them in hoppers at all 
times. This, coupled with green food in 
some form, which will bring the pullets to 


laying maturity and enable them to produce 
a larger number of eggs. Do not make the 
common mistake of changing the ration from 


week to week, in hope of starting the flock 
laying. In the majority of cases the chang- 


ing of foods will be more harmful than help- 
ful. Pampering the flock is not good prac- 
tice. If they do not lay under good feeding 
and care, it is because at some time during 
the growing period they have received a set- 
back and a longer time is required before 


the laying period will-arrive. 
Proper Poultry House Necessary. 


cessful egg production, and there have been | 


many failures to the otherwise good man- 
agement in having houses poorly constructed 
and ventilated. An improperly ventilated 
house causes colds, and later on weak, sickly 
stock prevents winter eggs, and in the end 
means complete failure. The poultry-house 
problem has not yet been fully solved, 
though now and then we read of someone 
who thinks the problem has been solved. 
There is no question but jhat rapid strides 
have been made in the past few years in 
poultry-house construction, and there is 
hardly a breeder who would not build differ- 
ently today than he did five years ago. That 
the curtain-front house is a step in the right 
direction no one will dispute, and the newer 
plants that have adopted this plan have had 
very good results. Pure air is as necessary 
to good health and egg production as pure 
water and feed. 


It requires a perfect system of ventilation 
and personal attention to keep the air in the 
poultry-house as fresh as it is on the out- 
side, It will, therefore, often be found ad- 
visable to have quite a few windows covered 
with muslin to regulate the air in different 
kinds of weather. Ertremes in temperature 


-can be considerably modified by careful ven- 


tilation. It is important that the poultry- 
house be kept cool in summer and dry and 
comfortable in winter. There is no question 
but that diffused ventilation through muslin 
curtains has been found to overcome the dif- 
ficulty of dampness resulting from the con- 
densation of moisture of breath of fowls. 
Much of the dampness in poultry-houses in 
winter comes from that condensation. The 
warm air exhaled from the lungs is heavily 
charged with moisture, and this coming in 
contact with the cold walls and roof is con- 
densed, and in freezing weather appears as 
hoar frost. When the house warms up this 
melts and drops to the floor. This can be

tegic considerations. Once peace was estab- 
lished in the Sudan, however, the old cara- 
van trade was deflected to the railway, and 
its unqualified success as a business prop- 
osition was a potent factor in stimulating 
the movement for railway extension all over 
the Sudan. Construction averages close to 
225 miles a year at the present time, and 
besides several important branches which 
have been added to the system, the main 
Cape-to-Cairo trunk has been pushed south- 
ward up the White Nile to Sennar and be- 
yond, several hundred miles from Khartoum. 
The Sudanese programme calls for carrying 
rail-head to Gondokoro, just over the border 
of Uganda, as rapidly as _ practicable. 
Uganda will then take charge of. construc. 
tion, probably building the main line to 
Lake Albert, with a branch to the outlet of 
Victoria Nyanza, where connection will be 
made with the railway from Mombassa. The 
great central lake region bids fair to be the 
focal point of African railways, for already 
British, Belgian, French and German lines— 
two or three from each coast, and as many 
from the north or south—are either there 
or on the way. The main trunk from Vic- 
toria Nyanza or Lake Albert may take any 
of several routes, but it is certain that this 
will not be decided until the present Eu- 
ropean war, with the redelimitation of 
African frontiers which seem sure to follow 
it, is fought to a finish.

_Tiety. Educational films will add to the 
mental field, and are enormously helpful in 
increasing the superstructure of a broad 
education. But the foundation for the edi- 
fice can only be laid by the same kind of 
drudgery that has made great minds in the 
past.

How Brain Cells Are Sharpened. 


The fact of it is we are alt attending 
movie shows every waking hour of the day. 
And if we use our minds as well as our eyes 
we can learn far more from this show than 
the ones given by the professional movie 
actors. But this kind of education does not 
sharpen the points of our brain cells where 
the higher type of thoughts are manufac- 
tured. If it did, the village loafer who lolls 
for hours on a dry-goods box and gaps at 
the movie show. going on in the street, 
would be a scholar instead of a dunderhead. 

What the brain needs for development is 
the kind of arduous work that requires con- 
scious effort and fixed attention—the kind 
of work that causes actual fatigue by ex- 
hausting the brain cells. Committing things 
to memory, such as learning the words of a 
foreign language, is an example of this kind 
of ‘work. And such work is stimulating be- 
wause each new idea that is grasped and re 
tained by the mind brings into play new 
brain cells, or combinations of cells, 

One result of this constant stirring up of 
new fields of cells is temporary exhaustion. 
Put the reward is the development of sensi- 


tized cells which seize upon new words,. 


ideas, or sensations, and retain them tena- 
ciously. The number of cells in every nor- 
mal brain which are capable of being 
“sharpened” is unlimited. And the test of 
‘any edvcational system is its efficiency as a 
sarpener. But experience shows that hard 
mental effort is the best mental whetstone 
today, just as it was in the days of the pyra- 
mid builders. 

The sooner we grasp the fact that it re- 
quires actual work to improve the mind— 
that this kind of work is not harmful to any 
normal child or adult; and that the only 
highway to knowledge is the same old stony 
road trodden by our ancestors—the sooner 
we will begin to produce our Franklins, and 
Emersons, and Hawthornes, who were the 
products of this same rocky trail.

Health Essentials 
DIETETICS, NEURASTHETICS AND 
COMMON COLD CONSIDERED. 


By Edward B. Warman, A. M. 


T IS pretty generally conceded that next 
| sunlight and fresh air, there is noth- 

ing so necessary for the upbuilding of 
tissue health as the use of fats in diet. It 
is said on good authority that “the tubercu- 
losis sanatorium which feeds its inmates 
upon lean, sparse foods is jeopardizing the 
only chance to regain lost vigor; for what 
they need is fat.” | 


Cream, butter, oils, yolks of eggs, meat 
and vegetable fats, all aid in keeping the 
tissues from being broken down or, when 
necessary, in restoring them to a state of 
health. Fats do not digest in the stomach, 
but in the duodenum, therefore do not tax 
the stomach; nevertheless, all fats, like 
starches, should be thoroughly masticated 
for the purpose of mixing them with the 
saliva (an alkaline solution.) The medium 
of digestion in the stomach being acid, this 
class of foods must complete the digestion 
in an alkaline medium—the duodenum. 

Anyone who is thin, wan, emaciated, and 
desires to become stout, will find that the 
fatty part of the egg (the yolk) contains 
from 10 to 20 per cent. iron in such form as 
should be readily absorbed and assimilated. 
A good combination with the yolk of the 
egg is bacon, which, fried to a crisp, is pal- 
atable and wholesome—except to a strict 
vegetarian. 


Irritability; What Causes It? 


If you are naturally well-poised and be- 
come irritable you should seek the cause. 
If your characteristic every-day temper is a 
“little off,” it means that an investigation 
is of more or less importance according to 
the severity of the case. It means that the 
human machinery, either mental or physi- 
cal, needs adjusting. | 

Irritability is quite frequently a_ fore- 
runner of approaching neurasthenia. Some- 
where among the delicate parts of the hu- 
man machinery there is friction or faulty 
adjustmient, and the services of a mechani- 
cian are indicated. It may be _ that the 
heart is in trouble, or that the kidneys are 
not performing their function properly, or 
that the spleen causes you to see things in 
a distorted manner; so much so that your 
friends think you splenetic. 

When a driver of a motor car, or an engi- 
neer in charge of machinery hears some un- 
usual sound (a little grating, perhaps,) he 
immediately seeks the cause. In the same 
manner when you are “‘out of sorts” (that is 
what irritability is) you may rest assured 


‘there is some friction or congestion or ad- 


hesion or undue pressure or “a screw loose 
somewhere” or a cog that has slipped its 
place—something wrong with the running- 
geamthat needs the attention of someone 
who can meet the necessary requirements 
physiologically or psychologically, or both. 
This is the time when you should not dis- 
regard the sign, “Stop, Look, Listen.” 
The cause, in almost every instance, can 
be traced to faulty diet and otherwise wrong 
habits of living and wrong habits of think- 
ing. Correct them, and by thus removing 
the cause of the irritability you will remove 
the effect. 

Poor Old Stomach. 


If there is any organ in the body more 
than any other that sends up a protest—and 
sometimes other things—it is the much- 
abused stomach. I do not wonder that it 
rebels; I only wonder that it does not rebel 
oftener than it does. Take, for instance the 
champion egg-eater, who ate thirteen soft- 
boiled eggs, with three pieces of bread; thir- 
teen hard-boiled, with a coffee ring; eight 
fried, with a French roll, eight poached, 
with three doughnuts; eight in omelet form, 
with two seed rolls; three scrambled, with 
three tea biscuit. All at once? Yes, all at 
one sitting. Then he stopped at the count 
of fifty-three, which was a great disappoint- 
ment to him. Why did he stop short of his 
intentions? He came to a “bad one.” You 
would think he wouldn’t mind a little thing 
lika that when, for five years, he averaged 
100 eges a week. Do you realize what that 
means? Twenty-six thousand eggs in five 
years. 3 

Some men drink to excess; some men 
emoke to excess; some men eat to excess; 
some men do all of these and then wonder 
why they are not well. But this champion 
ege-eater does not drink nor smoke, but 
weighs 200 pounds, and says: -“I look for- 
ward to a long and useful life.” 

He surely is not in need of lecathin for 


his nerves—nor for his nerve—in giving the 


following advice: “If you want to be 
healthy and wealthy and wise, eat a couple 
of dozen of large, luxuriant eggs every day. 
So long as your belt isn't too circumscribed 
you can build up an appetite to fit it; and 
when your belt is filled out, your life will 
have what they call the roseate hue.” 

You may say the foregoing is an excep- 
tion. So it is. But what about the good 
Queen Wilhelmina's gastronomical perform- 
ances? Here is her average daily menu: 

8 a.m.—Coffee, with whipped cream, A 
dozen pieces of cut bread, and butter. 

4 a.m.—Two hot meat or fish patties. 
Cheese. 

2 p.m.—Luncheon—usually fish, roast 
beef, fowl, dessert and wine. 

4 p.m.—Tea and ham sandwiches. 

7 p.m.—Dinner—consisting of 
courses. 


10 p.m,.—Biscuits—liquors—bed. 

Poor, poor stomach! Six times a day and 
—then some; for I am informed that her 
fondness of good things leads her to eat 
dlentifully of sweetmeats—notably, choco- 
lates. 

What abuses are heaped upon Nature! 
But by and by comes a day of reckoning, as 
Nature is unrelenting. The forfeiture for 
tickling the palate and satisfying-a depraved 
appetite is paid and then we hear: “The 
Lord giveth and the Lord taketh away. 
Blessed be the name of the Lord.” Out 
upon such mockery!

Opinions Differ. 


' One’s opinion is or should be based upon 
one’s experience and observation. I read 
in a local paper that “one of the most pro- 
lific causes of ‘catching cold’ is a cold 
bath.” Then the writer proceeds to say 
why this is the case. He claims that “if we 
take a bath (cold water) and then merely 
dry ourselves with the towel, we are delib- 
erately inviting a cold.” 

His argument is based on the idea, as he 
expresses it, that “if the skin be merely 
dried, much moisture will remain. This 
will evaporate quickly, and in so doing is 
the speediest method that exists for produc- 
ing a cold. It cools the skin too rapidly 
and a severe cold is often the result.” 

If the skin is “dried,” much moisture can- 
not remain. If the skin were wet with per- 
spiration, or if one took a warm-water bath 
in a cold room, and evaporation took place 
too rapidly, then chilliness would inevitably 
follow, but never after a cold-water bath. 
The Father Kneipp method of dressing with- 
out drying the body after taking a bath 
knocks the foregoing theory galley west. 
So does our own experience in Saw Pit Can- 
yon. It was after a heavy rain, and the 
weather was very cool. It was 2 p.m. when 
I took a cold-water bath—very unexpectedly. 
Either the plank was too light or I was too 
heavy. It occurred where the water was the 
swiftest, the deepest and—the coldest. But 
I finished my tramp with the Hundred Year 
Club, and at 4 p.m. boarded the car at Mon- 
rovia for the city, riding outside on the front 
seat, my clothes still soaking wet. Catch 
cold? No. I guess (that’s a Yankee expres- 
sion) the late Sam Jones was right when 
he said to me: “You are bomb-proof.” 
What is it to be “bomb-proof?” Justeliving 
right and right living. Pardon this digres- 
sion, but it was the cold bath that did it. 

The writer of the article further states 
that “the action of .cold water holds the 
blood back from the skin, leaving it with- 
out the warming protection.” Just the re- 
verse is true. The cold water, by its re- 


action, increases the warmth of the surface, 


of the body by the increased capillary circu- 
lation. 

“The towelling after the bath,” says the 
writer should be vigorous and prompt, the 
friction so energetic that the skin becomes 
reddened; for the reddening shows the re- 
turn of the blood to the surface. This will 
prevent many of the colds to which people 
are subject.” 

Instead, this causes “many of the colds to 
which people are subject.” Why? Because 
by the vigorous friction a sight perspiration 
is started which, when dressing, results in 
chilliness. There is a great difference in 
the effect produced by the moisture that 
comes from the body and the cold water left 
on the body—the Kneipp method. ‘The for- 
mer will produce what the latter will cure. 
Many a man has “caught his death” by tak- 
ing a hot bath in a barber shop, followed by 
a vigorous rub-down, dressing while still per- 
spiring and then passing out to an atmos- 
phere less warm. 

No one should take a cold bath unless he 
has vitality enough for reaction without the 
vigorous rub-down. Again, one does not 
“catch cold” if he lives right. The cause 
starts at the table; the cold is the conse- 
quence.
